mer. He is also a student 
mentor. 

Joshua thanked college 
staff for their encourage¬ 
ment, and he hopes to use 
his experiences to help 
others improve their 
lives. 

“With support from 
staff at the college, I’ve 
tuned my life around,” he 
said. “It’s not easy, but 
it’s do-able and I hope I 
can inspire others to do 
the same.”

A GRIM 
END TO 
ONLINE

AN ALLEGED rape vic¬ 
tim became unconscious 
at a flat in Barking after 
accepting a drink from a 
suspected killer, the Old 
Bailey heard yesterday. 

Stephen Port, 41, of 
Cooke Street, Barking, 
faces 29 charges relating to 
alleged murder, man¬ 
slaughter, drugging, rape 
and sexual assault across 
east London and other 
outer London areas. 

He denies the charges. 

The Crown alleges that 


was present at the flat. 

The three of them 
watched TV before Port 
took the alleged victim 
into his bedroom. 

The court heard the vic¬ 
tim was given a party drug 
known as ‘poppers’, but 
that the next thing he 
remembers is waking up 
on the side of Port’s bed.

One victim, who cannot 
be named for legal rea¬ 
sons, told the court on 
Tuesday how he had 
arrived at Port’s flat in 
2014 after meeting on a 
dating site. Another man

A MAN from Dagenham was 
arrested by HM Revenue and 
Customs as part of an investigation 
into a suspected £2.24million 
tobacco smuggling fraud. 

The 29-year-old was held on sus¬ 
picion of importing and distributing 
non-UK duty paid tobacco prod¬ 
ucts. 

Another man, 22, from Basildon, 
Essex, was arrested for the same 
reason. Both men have been bailed 
until January. 

HMRC and Norfolk Police 
seized 7.3m illicit cigarettes from a 
unit in Catfield, Norfolk, on 
Tuesday, October 4, before search¬ 
ing suspects’ homes in east London 
and Essex the following day. 



RAID: Police arrested two men on suspicion of importing and distributing 
illicit supplies of overseas tobacco in a joint HMRC operation 


Brett Wilkinson, assistant director 
of the fraud investigation service at 
HMRC, condemned the sale of ille¬ 
gal supplies of tobacco. 

He said: “The smuggling, trans¬ 
port, storage or sale of illegal tobac¬ 
co will not be tolerated by us or our 
partner agencies. Disrupting crimi¬ 
nal trade is at the heart of our strat¬ 
egy to clampdown on the illicit 
tobacco market, which costs UK 
taxpayers around £2billion a year.” 

Computers, paperwork and 
£1,500 were also seized during the 
operation. 

The investigation continues.

Call for more 
refugee cash

A CROSS-PARTY 
organisation repre¬ 
senting London’s 32 
boroughs has urged 
the government to pro¬ 
vide more financial 
support to local 
authorities so they can 
re-home more Syrian 
refugees. 

The call follows 
claims by Havering 
Council that it could 
not help with re-hom¬ 
ing due to “budget 
pressures”. 

London Councils 
called on prime minis¬ 
ter Theresa May to 
help London authori¬ 
ties after revealing 
they had only taken 64 
refugees at the 
halfway point of 2016. 

David Cameron 
pledged to relocate 
20,000 Syrian 

refugees by 2020. 

A spokesperson for 
London Councils said 
boroughs were willing 
to help but couldn’t do 
so as the resources 
weren’t unavailable. 

“Boroughs stand 
ready to help and are 
involved in discussions 
with the GLA and the 
Home Office about 


how best to support 
efforts to resettle Syri¬ 
an refugees,” they said. 

“However, they must 
be provided with ade¬ 
quate resources to be 
able to do this given 
the existing pressures 
on housing.” 

A spokesperson from 
Havering Council echo¬ 
ed the sentiments, 
claiming they could not 
join the scheme due to 
their “extremely stretch¬ 
ed budgets”. They add¬ 
ed that the council was 
uncertain whether the 
government would pro¬ 
vide extra funding for 
relocation costs any 
time soon. 

Cllr Roger Ramsey, 
leader of the council, 
said the council had 
taken in asylum seek¬ 
ers from war-torn 
countries. 

“Havering does not 
have any Syrian 
refugees at this time, 
but it is part of a region¬ 
al, pan-London disper¬ 
sal system. Currently 
we provide care for 35 
young people seeking 
asylum in the UK.” 

As well as Syria, asy¬ 
lum seekers are also 
fleeing from countries 
such as Eritrea, Afgha¬ 
nistan and Ethiopia.
